A
system of legislation that would protect
American manufsciurers agsinst the un-
equal competition of Great Biitain—
unegual becsuse of the cheapness of labor
thers—would invite to our shorss ihe
operatives of Europe st the same lime that
it would emcourage industry and developa
skill st homa The presence of theso
operstives in cur own lsnd would incresss
the home consumption of our sgricultural
producis, thos benelliting the farmer ss
much ss the manuisctarer.

I malters not whether wheal js
quoted st one dollsr per bushal snd calico
twelve sod a hall conts per yard, or whest
sl two dollars and calico twenty-flve cents,
If the articies aro produced by our own la-
borers, they will mainlain their own rels-
tive valnes, which will be governed by the
Isws of supply snd demsnd.

for labor thera ensbles them to put their
goods in the market st prices which woald
ruin sn American msnofsctarer, we de-
range the whole system of commerce by
discoursging enterpriss st home snd de-
priving our Isborers of profitable employ-
ment. There is no one class entirely in-
dependent of sll others. An Igjury in-
flioted wupon ons inlerest must of
necessity | affect all ‘inlerests. No
couniry can ever becoms sirong,
financially, that does nol foster sll the va-
ried industrial pursuits. This is the only
road to independence, If it pursue sny
other policy, devaloping one interest and
smothering another, it wiil be continually
lisble to dissster from Uoancial revulsions-
Our expariance in this regard ought to be
s snflicfant teacher, bul its lesons have
thus far been disregarded. The greatest
danger to our finances sl the presant time
—and one which does more than sll things
elso Lo excils the gold msrket—is the fesr
of excessive exporiations of speciain pay-
ment for excasive importations of foreign
